After 46V4 years in the 
Sierra Madre grocery store, owner David Roess is 
retiring following his 72nd birthday last week, 
and Jack Stolle, manager of the store for almost 
23 years, will retire, also. 

The store will be closed Aug. 1-3 for 
inventory and adjustments, and on Saturday, Aug. 4, 
the store will open under new ownership and 
management. 

Balian, 41, comes to the Sierra Madre store 
with a lifetime of experience in the grocery business

when he was a child and continued working in 
the family business at Adams and Houser in Los 
Angeles following graduation from college in 1965. 

Balian has a Bachelors degree from UCLA and 


an MBA degree from Pepperdine, both in businws. 
He was with the U.S. Army for seven years which 
includes reserve years, also. 

He is married to Carolyn Balian, a paralegal, 
and they have two sons, one 2 and one 9. 
The Balians live in the San Fernando Valley. 

His grandfather and six sons started in the 
grocery business in 1926, built a market and lived 
over the market. Originally they primarily served 
those of Armenian descent but soon the market 
expanded into all types of foods. 

The family also founded an ice cream company, 
Franilla ice cream, that was run by another branch 
of the family living in Altadena. 

Alex Balian is leaving the family business to 
start his own with the purchase of Roess’ Market. 
He will retain the name of the store. 

“Purchasing Roess’ Market is what I’ve always 


wanted to do in the type of town like Sierra 
Madre. 1 believe in friendliness and quality of 
service, and 1 hope to continue to bring these 
two very important factors to the business. I’ve 
always felt that the people you serve in the store 
are the reason you're working — from the owner 
of the business to the box boy. Without them, we 
wouldn’t be here,” he says. 

Balian summarized the grocery business in three 
ways: good service, shelves filled, a clean store. 

He perceives Sierra Madre as “a lovely place,” 
and says he cannot live here yet but it is 
surely a “very attractive town.” 

Asked about the changes in the grocery business 
throughout the years, Balian answers that avail¬ 
ability of computers has changed the business 
somewhat; however, customers’ wants have not

For the many visitors to the Southland this 
summer there is certainly an impressive list of 
excellent places to stay. We have long been a tourist 
mecca. 

Outstanding among these, I think, and a truly 
delightful choice would be Pasadena’s “Grande 
Dame,” the historic Huntington-Sheraton Hotel. 

A survivor of many years and considered one 
of the loveliest hotels in Southern California, it 
offers elegance and service among 23 acres of lush 
gardens, sweeping paths, colonnades and quiet 
seclusion amidst some of Pasadena’s finest homes. 
It is the only resort hotel still operating in Pasadena. 

The coming of the railroad here in the late 
1800s meant the discovery by health seekers, de¬ 
velopers and tourists of the glories of Southern 
'California. The Hotel business boomed. Pasadena 
attracted the wealthy easterner with many arriving 
in their private railroad cars. 

The Green Hotel, for example, of which the 
exotic annex, known today as Castle Green Apart¬ 
ments remains, was added onto three times and at 
its peak spanned both sides of Raymond Avenue 
with a connecting overhead bridge. 

A special style of life was offered this upper 
echelon of society with the Valley Hunt Club, 
sponsors for several years of the Tournament of 
Roses and Parade, offering a chance to don red 
coats and ride to the hounds (only in the Pasadena 
area it meant catching more coyotes than foxes). 

Marshal Clark Wentworth, heading the Went¬ 
worth Hotel Company, was the original builder of 
the Huntington Hotel. It was opened in 1907 
and known as “The Wentworth.” General Went¬ 
worth, his military rank from Civil War service, 
had managed hotels in New Hampshire and Pasa¬ 
dena. 

A 30-acre site on a commanding hillside in 
the Oak Knoll area of Pasadena was selected and 
construction begun. Architect Charles Whittlesey’s 
well-planned mission style structure is in the shape 
of a “U.” Sunlight streams into each room at 
some time during the day and each shares a view 
of the garden. 

Built of reinforced concrete and conceded by 
engineers to be more nearly fireproof than any 
other hotel in the world and resistant to earth¬ 
quake damage, it has withstood the test of time. 

No expense was spared for furniture and equip¬ 
ment. But the “heady hotel dream” was beset 


with problems. The aftermath of the 1906 San 
Francisco earthquake had drained available workers 
and financing causing a delay in construction. The 
lucrative winter season began here back then on 
January 1. 

Wentworth had to open a month late, with 
only four floors completed of what was planned 
as a six-story structure and with only a temporary 
roof. 

Then the unspeakable happened. A disastrous 
winter of heavy and “unusual” rains drove guests 
away, caused a leaking roof and bankruptcy. 

The dream was not to be revived for several 
years until Henry E. Huntington purchased the 
hotel, changed its name to “The Huntington” 
and hired famed architect Myron Hunt to complete 
the fifth and sixth floors, add the red tile roof 
and further embelish the interior. Formal opening 
was January, 1914. 

The Pacific Electric street car, a system started 
by Huntington, ran along Oak Knoll between the 
hotel and Huntington’s private estate, which is 
today the Huntington Gardens and Library area. 

William Hertrich, creator of the gardens at the 
estate, developed the hotel grounds, including the 
famous horseshoe garden on the south side and the 
Japanese garden. A covered redwood bridge, which 
is today the famous picture bridge with the 41 
California murals added in 1934, tennis courts, 
and the first Olympic-size swimming pool built 
in California add to the hotel’s ambiance. Interior 
crystal chandeliers were made in the same ateliers 
as the chandeliers created for the palaces of the 
King of Bavaria. 

In deference to the automobile, Huntington 
added the present porte cochere, also an innovative

Residents urged 
to fly U.S. flag 

At the request of the Sierra Madre Beau¬ 
tification Committee, the Sierra Madre City 
council passed a resolution to fly the United 
States flags on all standards from July 28 - 
Aug. 12, during the Olympics. 

Citizens are urged to follow the city’s 
example and fly the U.S. flag at their homes 
and businesses during that interim. 


Trash company seeks raise 


Anyone who believes Western Waste Industries, 
the city’s trash company, does not deserve an in¬ 
crease in rates of 29.4% should attend the next 
City Council meeting July 24 when councilmembers 
will hold a public hearing. 

William Goeeike, manager of municipal rela¬ 
tions, and Bernie Nash, both representatives of the 
company, will be present to hear the community’s 
response to the request which would sweeten the 
company’s coffers by a $125,370 increase over 
projected figures from 1983-84. 

City Administrator Jim McRea recommends an 
increase not exceeding 17.4% which would in- 
a$l service charge. 

As a result of a public hearing, $44348 in 
revenue sharing funds and accrued interest was 
allocated to capital expenditures of eligible depart¬ 
ments. City Mayor Pro Tern Charles Corp noted 
that the number “348” was the number of Barney 
Google’s taxi. Corp’s wit often lightens the load 
of the city governing body. 

Bruce Crow represented the Sierra Madre 
Public Library Board of Trustees in a request for 
the acquisition of the city property at 449 Mari¬ 
posa to be used by the library for Friends’ meetings 
and the storage of books, art fair materials and 


works of art. He explained that the present space 
within the library being used by the Friends could 
better be used to house three computers and three 
printers for use by the library and the community. 
He noted that 150 residents await computer classes 
and there is no space for the equipment. The 
library also has an OCLC data base terminal and 
screen which assists in cataloguing books besides 
the Group W cable character generator and TV 
monitor. 

Friends suggested splitting the burden by asking 
the city to come up with $5300 while the Friends 
would afford $8500. 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler brought up the 
problem of elimination of $7200-a-year rent which 
the city gets from the home and the fact that $5300 
would be removed from the budget. 

The group decided to put off any resolution 
until the budget meeting with the library on July 16. 
Councilmembers will visit the house at 449 Mari¬ 
posa before the budget meeting. 

A public hearing was set for Aug. 14 to ac¬ 
knowledge the needs assessment and transportation 
plan for proposition “A” transportation projects 
in the city of Sierra Madre. They also agreed to
